At present there is no provision in the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 
1961 to delegate powers to the Secretary, Regional Transport Authority to 
suspend a permit or countersignature of permits or to recover from the 
holder of permit amounts to compound the penalty vary conditions of 
permit, to fix the number of standing passeogers in vehicles, to approve fare 
table in respectof stage carriages or services of stage carriages. But it is 
seen that such powers are given to the Secretary, Regional Transport 
Authority under the Madras Motor Vehicles Rules. It is felt that such 
routine functionsmay be given to the Secretary, Regional Transport Autho 
rities in this State also for the speedy discharge of business in the Regional 
Transport Authorities. Similarly the powers at present vested with the 
Regional Transport Authorities and delegated to Superintendent of Police 
to di quality drivers of Transport vehicles may be delegated to Deputy 
Superintendents of Police also in so far as they have been already delegated 
with powers to suspend registration of Motor Vehicles. The proposed 
amendment to rule 161 is made to achieve this objective.

main purport ). 
The Government of India have brought to the notice of this Govern 
ment that in spite of their professional background and ability to undertake 
driving of various heavy and light motor vehicles the ex -servicemen released 
from the armed forces are deprived of civilian job opportunities for want of 
civilian driving licences. Under section 7 (6 ) of the Motor Vehicles Act no 
licence shall be granted to any applicant unless he passes in the satisfaction 

the licensing authority the test of competence to drive specified in the 
hird schedule. The Government of India have therefore suggested that 
such ex -servicemen may be exempted from the test of competence required 
for the grant of driving licence . After careful consideration of the whole 
matter Government feel that it would not be correct to excmpt ex -servicemen 
from undergoing the driving test , in the in:erest of road safety as the 
stan ard insisted in Military and Civil are entirely different and that it 
would be a great risk to allow ex -servicemen to drive without testing and 
approving their standard of proficiency. However, Governmentfeel that 
it would meet the ends of justice if some concession is granted to them by 
exempting such ex-servicemen from payment of testing fee. The amend 
ment to rule 24 ismade to achieve this objective. The draft amendnient 
was published in the Gazette dated 24-11-1970 and no objections were 
received .
